WASHINGTON. June 21

In a 5 to 3 opinion, the supreme 
court ruled today that the Ameri­ 
can citizenship of an alien can not 
constitutionally he cancelled m ere­ 
ly because he was a member of 
the communist party. 
Justice 
Murphy, 
who delivered 
the m ajority opinion, asserted that 
cancellation of citizenship was not 
justified by imputing a "reprehen­ 
sible interpretation” of an organi­ 
zation to a member unless there 
were "overt acts" 
committed 
by 
the member "indicating that such 
was his interpretation.” 
Chief Justice Stone, and Justices 
Roberts and F ran kfu rter dissent­ 
ed. 
Justice Jackson a former at­ 
torney general who handled 
the 
litigation in the justice department 
did not participate. 
The long-awaited decision con­ 
stituted a victory for Wendell L 
Winkle, the 1940 republican presi­ 
dential nominee, who represented 
the communist involved before the 
supreme court. 
Murphy declared that "clear, un­ 
equivocal and 
convincing” 
evi­ 
dence was required 
for 
setting 
cside a naturalization decree and 
that such evidence had not been 
presented against William Schei- 
oerman, state secretary 
of 
the 
communist party for California and 
a native of Russia, who became a 
citizen in 1927. 
Things Not Considered. 
Murphy said the tribunal did not 
consider 
w hether 
Schnelderman 
"was a believer in, and a member 
of sn organization teaching dis­ 
belief 
in 
organized 
government, 
and that his oath of allegiance was 
false.” 
Murphy said "these issues 
are outside the scope of the com­ 
plaint,” 
(In 1940 congress provided ape 
cifically that no 
person 
should 
thereafter be naturalized who ad­
